1929. The Town of Westford has five historic cesnies: the Fairview
Cemetery, originally the East Burying Ground; theestlawn Cemetery,
originally the West Burying Ground; the Hillside i@etery, originally the
North Burying Ground; and Wright Cemetery. Thelfing aid includes a list
of names mentioned in the documents to aid resdemd others in
genealogical research.

Biographical/Historical Note

Westford was first settled in 1635 and what is nthe Town of Westford was
originally part of Chelmsford as “West Chelmsforaiid did not begin to develop until after
King Philip’s War. The Town of Westford was incorpted on September 23, 1729. 1t is
bordered to the east by Chelmsford, to the nortiaygsborough, to the west by Groton and
Ayer, and to the south by Littleton and Acton. V@s is 23 miles northwest of Boston, 35
miles northeast of Worcester, 86 miles northeas$pingfield, and 220 miles from New York
City.

The economy of Westford originally depended on sibsce agriculture and the grazing
of cattle. In the late 18th and early 19th cemisirMWestford primarily produced granite, apples,
and worsted yarn and textile mills, orchards, andrgying were developed and further
contributed to the economy.
